One  of  the  cliief  nttrnctioiiK  to  visitors  l«)  Ottawa  is  the 
Centrnl  ExpcrinwnUil  /•>»;•//(.  situated  al»out  three  niili's  from 
the  centre  of  the  city  in  a  south-westerlv  direction.  The  Ex- 
periir.ental  Farm  (•oiii^»rises  inall  alioiit  ~><m»  acres  ;  the  land  has 
that  denirahh' variety  of  soil,  which  makes  it  suitahle  for  ex- 
pt'riuiental  piirposes.  The  followiiit;  are  the  oflieers  in  charge 
of  the  several  tlepartments  of  the  K  vperi^iientrl  Farm  :  -Wni. 
Saimders.  Director;  ,Ias.  \V.  Kobcrtson.  A^^ricullurist;  John 
Craig,  Horticulturist;  .lames  Fletclier.  FiUtoiuolo;;ist  and 
Botanist:  I'ranlc  T.  Shutt ,  Chemist ;  A.  G.  (Jilhert,  Poultry 
Manager;   \V.  11    Hay,  Accoiuitaut. 

By  referring  to  your  guide  yim  will  see  on  the  front  cover 
.1  }>ir'l's  i:yc  rieir  i^l'  tlie  F'.xperimeutal  Farm.  On  entering  the 
Farm  l>y  the  main  gate  the  visitor  will  at  once  observe 
the  beauty  and  variety  of  the  trees  and  shrul>d  on  both  sides  of 
the  roail  lending  to  the  r)tlice  Itiiildiii^  and  residences.  These 
luive  becTi  phmted  with  a  t\>o-rold  purpose.  F^irstly,  to  make 
the  approach  to  the  farm  as  attractive  as  possible,  and  secondly 
to  have  represented  a  large  iiiimlier  of  tri'cs  and  shrubs  whose 
ndative  hardiness. Visef  ultiess.  junl  Ijeauty  might  be  asi.'crtained 
when  grouped  aa  they  are  on  the  ornauu-ntal  grounds.  When 
the  rec()rd  was  taken  in  the  autiinm  t)f  IHi)}.  there  were '3'^OG 
troe^  and  shrulis  in  all,  com]>risiMg  ov-r  2(Mt  sprcirn  and  varie- 
ties. These  have,  for  the  most  part,  b  en  carefully  labelled 
an<I  every  one  so  desiring,  may  ascertain  the  name  of  each. 
In  the  tielil  to  the  right  after  the  visitor  has  passed  the  large 
lield  of  fall  rye.  there  will  be  found  100  vorii'tics  of  irJti'dty 
harh'ij  <tn(1  oafs.  These  are  in  |)lots  of  1-*J()  acres  each,  and  a 
considerable  numiier  of  the  varieties  have  been  originated  at 
the  Central  Farm.  To  the  left  in  the  lirst  held  a  lieavy  crop 
of  clover  may  be  noticed.  This  was  seedt'd  with  a  crop  of  two- 
rowed  barley  in  the  s[>ring  of  IS1)4.  When  th»>  visitor  has 
passed  the  litst  road  to  the  ji;;iit.  \w  will  see  before  him  a  long 
line  of  hedge  rows,  which  by  their  vaiiety  and  delightful  con- 
trast in  color  of  foliage  |»rove  of  much  interest  to  all  who 
see  them.  In  all  4t)  .s/xc/'cs  of  trees  and  shrubs  ma^' be  found 
there.  When  the  visitor  reaches  the  toj)  of  the  hill  he  will 
ob.serve  to  the  right  a  large  lawn  with  iiower  beds  dotted 
htre  an<l  there,  ailding  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  [)lace 
and  drawing  many  to  view  the  pansies.  j)aeonies,  gerar.iums, 
roses,  irises,  lilies  and  clemati-;  which  nuiy  be  found  in  them. 
At  the  end  of  the  main  road  staiuls  the  ojjirf  hiiil<h')i(/,  the 
cJietm'cdl  Uiboratorii  and  lUKscmti..  In  this  Imihliiig  are 
the  oHicers  of  the  director  ;ind  th^  membera  of  the  farm 
staff.  The  officers  are  at  all  times  ^;/(Vf.svv7  to  src  vifiitors.  and 
are  glad  to  give  any  desired  information  regarding  the  depart- 
ments of  wliich  they  have  charge.  The  buildings  to  the  right 
of  the  office  are  tlie  Seed,  Testiiuj  House  and  Couserrato)^ 
(figure  4)  where  also  the  distribution  of  seed  grain  is  carried  on

This  di.vision  of  th<»  work  of  the  Central  Exp*rim^nt«l 
Farm  is  in  cliarge  of  the  Horticulturist.  Ur.  John  Craig.  Tha 
fruit  orchard  is  on  the  nt^rth  side  of  Elm  aTenu?,  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  d.'iiry  building;  n  large  vineyard  is  on  the  south 
tide  of  the  avenue  and  ti,,petly  south  of  the  orchard.  As  ex- 
amples of  the  experiments  carried  on  may  be  cited  the  testing 
of  new-  fruits,  including  ap^ilen,  pears ,  cherries,  plum»,  and  all 
the  small  fruits.

Tlie  study  of  the  In^st  means  of  pn'ventin<jj  loss  of  fruit 
and  garden  crops  hy  the  alliu-km^t'  finiijiin  (h'si'itscs  is  a  lea«linj< 
feature  of  the  invt'sti<^ati  ns  carried  on  hv  the  Horticulturist 
each  year.  Hulletins  may  he  liad  on  apjdication.  ^ivinj?  ex- 
plicit instructions  for  the  spni/fiiKj  of  fruit  trrcs  and  fann 
crops.  In  these  publications  farmers  will  find  all  necessary 
directions,  inidudin^^  the  j)reparation  of  the  mixtun's,  the  l)est 
apparatus  and  the  most  advantageous  way  of  ai)plying  the 
remedies. 

Divsion  of  Entomology  and  Botany.

the  attention  of  theehtuiical  statf.  I'arnuTs  will  no  ilouitt  \n^ 
nujch  iiUerest»'d  in  vi>uing  the  lahoralories  (in  the  olliei"  huild- 
ing)  in  which  this  u-.eful  work  is  done.  The  laboratories  are 
well  e(|uipped  with  apparatiis,  and  all  visitors  will  he  ^hown 
how  the  ^cu'ntist.  hy  meaiiH  of  Mnely  adjusted  halances.  arrives 
at  a  knowledge  of  the  composition  of  all  things. 


The  Poultry  Department. 

This  department  is  in  cliarge  of  an  experienced  manager, 
who  has  14  of  the  lust  kru)wn  breeds  to  ex[K'rnnent  with.  The 
fowls  are  confined  in  three  comu:odious  h»»uses  (ligure  5)  re- 
spectively KKi.  lio  and  1X1  feel  in  length,  divideil  into  pens  of 
vaiious  sizes  and  opening  into  runs  in  rear  of  th«'  dilferent 
buildings. 

Experiments  are  conducted  with  a  view  of  tlmling  out  the 
bt'st  layers  in  winter,  the  season  of  high  prices;  the  rations  cal- 
culated to  produce  eggs  at  that  season  and  the  tnethods  of 
tnanagement.  The  results  of  the  expeiiments  and  trealnir-id 
of  the  fowls  are  puMished  in  the  Kxperiimiital  iarm  Ki  ports 
and  Bulletins.  In  these  reports  dcdails  as  to  proper  nuniage- 
ment.  care  and  treatment  of  the  laying  stock  at  dilfiTeMt  sea- 
sons of  the  year  aie  given.  Full  instructions  are  also  given  as 
to  the  care  and  manag<'ment  of  setting  hens,  the  newly 
liatched  chickens  .and  tiie  propei'  food  and  treatment  of  the 
latter  so  as  to  make  as  gn  at  and  rapid  !Iesh  devi  lopment  as 
j»ossibl(>.  Mr.  (Jill)ert,  the  Poultry  Maneger,  is  of  opinion  that 
if  farnn  rs  kept  the  proper  fowls  and  man.aged  them  projterly 
they  wotdd  Ite  reHardwl  by  a  plentiful  supply  of  eggs  in  win- 
ter and  have  no  dillicully  in  raising  a  superior  class  of  mjirket 
f»oultry.  The  Poultry  defiartment  of  tla^  faiin  is  at  all  times 
an  attraction  ami  objec-t  of  interest  to  visitors.
